This will be the first time Pro- 
fessor Tripler has brought liquid air to Chi- 
pago, although he has given an illustrated 
lecture on the same subject at Detroit on a

At the present time—and the liquefaction of 
air is still in its infancy—Mr. Tripler says he

_ Liquid air is merely ordinary air which, 
under pressure and at an extremely low 
temperature, has become liquefied. The 
process of liquefaction may be illustrated by 
the analogous example of water. Ifa piece of 
ice is heated it melts and forms water. If 


boiling point the water will become trans- 


relation to steam that liquefied air bears to 
air. Steam can exist only at a temperature 
above 212° Fahrenheit. If it is allowed to 
escape in a temperature below that point it 
at once will be condensed into water again, 
and if the water is exposed to a temperature 
below zero of Fahrenheit it will become 
solid, or ice. 

Liquid air can exist only at a temperature 
of 312° below zero Fahrenheit. If the tem- 
perature rises above that point it begins to 
boil, as water does at 212° above zero. The 
difference is that water exposed to a higher 
temperature is transformed into steam, 
liquid air into ordinary air. 


Process of Liquefying Air. 

The transformation of any liquid into a 
gaseous state is accompanied by enormous 
expansion and absorption of heat. The heat 
is drawn from the surrounding air and re- 
duces its temperature to such an extent 


tion or even solidification of the moisture 
contained in it, or even of the air itself. 
These are essentially the scientific facts on 
which Mr. Tripler has based his apparatus 
for the Nquefaction of air. 

In a strong chamber air is subjected to a 
pressure of 2,500 pounds to the square inch. 

re- 

moved by conducting the pipes containing 
the compressed air through coolers filled 
with running water of a low temperature. 
From the compressor the air is conducted 
to the liquefier. There it is allowed to escape 
in a small but powerful stream. It rushes 
over another pipe which contains the air to 
be liquefied. The expanding air greedily ab- 
sorbs the heat of the pipe and of the air 
contained in it, and soon such an intense 
degree of cold prevails in the pipe that the 
air becomes liquid and drips or runs out of 
a faucet at the lowerend. After the engine 
of the compressor is once started it takes but 
fiffeen minutes fo get liquid air. 

Mr. Tripler aseerts, in spite of the most 
violent criticisms by unbelieving scientists, 


that it is possible to use liquid air in making 


more liquid air to such an advantage that 
ten gallons of liquefied air can be produced 
by the use of only three gallons of liquefied 
air for running the compressor engine. 


Experiments with Liquid Air. 

Liquid air in general appearance is like 
water. If poured on the floor at anordinary 
temperature it becomes transformed into or- 
dinary air. The air even in winter is so 
much warmer than liquefied air that it causes 
the latter to expand. If liquefied air is con- 
tained in a vessel tightly closed the expan- 
sion of the contents will cause the vessel to 
explode, just as a boiler would explode if the 
pressure of steam should become too great 
and there should be no escape. During the 
process of evaporation nitrogen frees itself 
first, and the consequence is the remaining 
liquid becomes richer of oxygen the longer 
it is allowed to stand. 

If any vegetable or animal matter is im- 
mersed in liquid air it gives up so much heat 
to the latter that the corresponding cold 
produced in the immersed matter will make 
it hard and brittle like glass. A rubber ball, 
after having been immersed in liquid air for 
a few seconds becomes so brittle that it is 
crushed like an egg shell by slight pressure. 
Fresh meat becomes as hard and brittle.as 
glass and perfectly white. 
fied in liquid air becomes hard as steel. A 
kettle filled with liquid air, if set on a gas 
stove, becomes at once coated with ice, even 
underneath, right above the flame. The ice 
does not melt as long as there is sufficient 
liquid air in the kettle. 


Boiling on Cake of Ice. 

If a vessel filled with liquid air is set on 
a cake of ice the liquid air will boil like 
water in a kettle on a gas stove, the tem- 
perature of the ice and the surrounding 
air being so much higher than the boiling 
point of liquid air that no further heating 
is necessary to produce the change. Alco- 
hol, which freezes at a temperature of 202 
degrees, becomes solid if brought in contact 
with liquid air. : 

The fact that liquid air gradually loses 
part of its nitrogen may be used in a num- 
ber of interesting experiments. Steel wire 
burns with a dazzling Nght in liquefied air, 
and materials which, under ordinary condi- 
tions, burn with difficulty, even in a hot 
flame, are rapidly consumed ‘by fire after 
they have previously been saturated with 

Uquefled air. 


Uses of Liquid Air. 


The uses to which liquid air may be put 
are so many that it would be impossible 
within the space of a newspaper article to 
enter into a detailed discussion of them all. 
It has been discovered that liquid air may 
be used to great advantage for cauterizing. 
A few drops of liquid air, if retained in the 
hollow of the hand, will sear the flesh like a 
white-hot iron. Yet it does not burn, it sim- 
ply kills. It is considerably cheaper than 
any other caustic, can be controlled per- 
fectly, and some Eastern physicians already 
have begun to use it in general cautery. 

Another use to which liquid air may be put 
is to temper metals. Iron, steel, nickel, mer- 
cury, an@ tin become hard and brittle in 
liquid air. Gold, silver, copper, and other 
metals become softer and more pliable and 
may be tempered by immersion in hot water, 

Liquid air promises to become an important 
factor in hygiene. It may be used not only 
for cooling the stifling air in private houses 
and factories, but for improving and vitaliz- 
ing it through the introduction of a larger 
amount of oxygen. 

From a purely practical standpoint, how- 
ever, the most important use of liquefied air 
is as a motive power. Its expansive power 
is so great, compared with the cost of its 
Production, that it is thought to be but a 
question of time when engines, Stationary 
and locomotive, will utilize liquid air instead

ONE RUSKIN MONUMENT. 


~A monument to John Ruskin, already built, 


in. the form of spinning, weaving, pottery, 


and brass work industries, at Keswick, Cum- 
berland, England. is described by Mrs. Stella 
Dyer Loring, 2535 Prairie avenue, who has 
gained familiarity with them and with the 
work they accomplish. Under direction of 
Canon Rawnsley of Carlisle and Miss 
Twelves, who is in direct charge, a flourish- 
ing maufacture is carried on, with Rus- 
kin as its inspiration, in the heart of the 
English lake country, according to Mrs. Lor- 
ing. It is an application of Ruskin's idea of 
political economy, devised through inspira- 
tion from Ruskin’s writings. 

Of the surroundings of the workers at Kes- 
wick Mrs. Loring says: ‘ a 

“ There a pencil painter may look out upon 
the great Skiddaw, the inspiration, in days 
gone by, of Wordsworth, Southey, and Cole- 
ridge. The industries are self-subsisting 
and support the work people, while the heart 
and mind are cultivated through the work 
of the fingers, and degradation is prevented. 
„The linen fabric.“ says Mrs. Loring, “is 
especially worthy of praise. She speaks of 
its marvelous texture and adaptability to 
embroidery. It is described as dyed in many 
colors, and frequently woven with great bor- 
ders. The colors used are Egyptian red and 
green, Venetian orange, and red, purple, 
maize, apricot, heliotrope, peacock blue and 
browns, and light blues. 


Revive Games and Fetes. 

In addition to the Ruskin industries, Mrs. 
Loring says, the spirit of Ruskin is taught 
in the revival of games and festivals peculiar 
to the country. Mrs. Loring possesses a 
little book written by Canon Rawnsley, in 
which is given the address of a little May 
Queen at the revival of the May day festival 
in the Keswick Valley. The Queen’s speech, 
spoken by a be-whiskered yeoman, standing 
at the foot of her throne, carries the full 
spirit of Ruskin. This Is it: ' 
“To all her loving subjects, both boys and 
girls, the Queen commands that they shall 
be kind and good to their little brothers and 
sisters; also to all cats and kittens, dogs and 
puppies, sheep and lambs, ponies, horses, 
and donkeys, cows and calves, pigs, rabbits, 
ducks, hens, pigeons, guinea pigs, white rats 
and mice, and to squirrels in the woods and 
frogs in the meadow pools, and dickey birds, 
and that boys are not to ‘use catapaults or 
hunt the wrens, and are not to rob birds’ 
nests nor to bé cruel to nestlings, or hunt 
any living thing, but to learn by heart the 
notes of birds and to know how they fly and 
what they say and what they eat and when 
they come and go. 

„And to all young and old residents and 
visitors the Queen commands that they do 
not root up wholesale and remove flowers

fences, and that they keep to foot paths. 
Als. it is our will and pleasure that a

Mrs. Loring has among souvenirs of Rus- 
kin the text of the memorial sent him on his 
last birthday, Feb. 8, 1899, when he was 80 
years old. The original was written on vel- 
lum in book form, forming a magnificent 
specimen of the art of illumination. The 
border decorations include. Ruskin’s 
favorite vignettes. The address was 
signed by the trustees of the British 
the Prince of Wales, 
representatives of the National Gallery, 
the Royal Academy, Oxford guild, and Rus- 
kin societies of many cities. 

We feel that the world is richer and hap- 
pier for that which you have been able to 
accomplish,” said the signers of the 
memorial. “‘ Year by year, in ever widening 
extent, there is an increasing trust in your 
teaching, an increasing desire the noble 
ideals you have set before mankind in words 
which we feel have brought nearer to our 
hearts the kingdom of God uponearth. Itis 
our hope and prayer that the joy and peace 
you have brought to others may return in 
full measure to your own heart, filling u 
with the peace which comes from love of 
God and the knowledge of the love of your 
fellow-men.”’

SHELDON ON “ WHAT IS NEWS?” 


In a Newspaper Venture of Five Years 
Ago the Kansas Man Defined 
His Ideas. 


Topeka, Kas., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 
experiment of running a Christian daily 
newspaper for a week will not be the first 
newspaper venture of the Rev. Charles M. 
Sheldon, author of “In His Steps.“ The 
Topeka Mail and Breeze today recalled that 


he edited that paper one week in 1895. He 
introduced no innovations, nor did he change 
the tone of the editorial page. In an editorial 
written by him at that time on “ What Is 
News?“ he said: 

A definition of what is news requires a 
definition of what is not. It is not news, for 
example, to publish in a Topeka paper the 
account of a murder trial in California. It 
is not news to print heresay. The news of 
the day is facts. Everything in the nature of 
supposition should have a column by itself 
headed ‘ Rumor.’ ae 

One definition of a newspaper would be 
a journal of information concerning what 
people ought to know, and not. what they 
want to know. A paper is not obliged to 
publish .what the public demands if that de- 
mand is vicious.“

SOMETHING NEW. 


Chicago-Omaha Line of the Illinois Central 
Railroad Open for Through Business 
Jan. 28, 1900. 

At the cost of $4,000,000 the Illinois Central 
railroad has built from Tara, Ia., a NeW p. -e 
of first-class road, 131 miles in length, run- 
ning through Rockwell City and Denison to 
Council Bluffs, from which point it is con 
tinued on across the Missouri River to Oma- 
ha by the tracks and bridge of the Omaha 
Bridge and Railway Terminal company. 
This, together with the Central’s long-es- 
tablished line between Chicago and Sioux 
City, into which the new extension blends 
at Tara, opens up a new first-class line 
between Chicago and Omaha, which will be 
inaugurated for through business Sunday, 
Jan. 28, 1900. 

A first-class line, because the old part, 
between Chicago and Tara, has been im- 
proved at various points by the laying of 
new eighty-five pound steel rails, the build- 
ing of new steel bridgés where needed, and 
the adjustment of numerous grades and 
alignment, bringing the whole up to the 
highest standard of physical excellence. 

A first-class line, because the new portion 
has been made from the outset a thoroughly 
built, high standard piece of railroad. Its 
roadbed is twenty feet wide, is ballasted with 


five pound steel rails. Its grades are the 
easiest of any road of the same length in the 
State of Iowa, the western: ninety miles 
being only sixteen feet to the mile, and the 
eastern forty miles being but twenty-six 


feet. 

In addition to these easy grades, its curva- 
ture is very light, the maximum being two 
and one-half degrees. There is in one part 
of the road a stretch of thirty-eight miles 
of perfectly straight track, with the excep- 
tion of one very slight curve. 

Over this line will be maintained from the 
first a fast, efficient, and convenient train 
service, with equipment of the highest 
standard in every detail, and unexcelled in 
points of elegance, convenience, and mod- 
ern luxury. Train service will consist of 
two daily fast trains, to be known as The 
Limited and The Express.” The Lim- 
ted will be a solid, wide vestibule train, 
making but few stops en route, and running 
on fast schedule.

Temporary Order Issued by Judge 


Ludwig Restraining Further Effort 
to Defeat Street Railway Ordinance 
—Schwartzburg, Cassius M. Paine, 
and Trentlage Commanded to Ap- 
pear Monday and Show Why Injunc- 
tion Should Not Be Made Permanent. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 26.—[(Special.)— 
Judge John C. Ludwig today signed a tem- 
porary injunction restraining all citizens, 
taxpayers, and abutting owners in Milwau- 
kee from bringing any further suits against 
the Milwaukee Street railway company and 
the City of Milwaukee for the purpose of 
defeating the street railway ordinance.. It 
also restrains further action being taken in 
the cases which were brought by C. M. Paine 
ex relatio the State of Wisconsin and by 
J. G. Trentlage. In this particular the court 
is enjoining itself. 

About 60,000 taxpayers are enjoined. The 
attorneys for the street railway claim this 
injunction was secured to protect them from 
a number of other suits which the opposition 
has threatened. W. H. Timlin and John 
Toohey, the attorneys for the people in the 
other suits, have frequently stated in court 
during the hearings that they had no inten- 
tion of instituting any other suits. The did 
not, however, enter any objections to the 
issuance of the injunction today. 


Claims of Applicants. 
The application for the injunction was made 
by George P. Miller, the attorney for the 
street railway company. Accompanying the 


petition was an affidavit of John I. Beggs, 


the general manager of the street railway 
company, and one of Mayor Rose. The lat- 
og was not signed, but it was said it would 


The petition on which the order was based 
recited the preélection pledges of the Alder- 
men and members of the Common Council 
and stated that shortly after entering of- 
fice negotiations were entered into, which 
after various concessions by the company, 
resulted in the present ordinance. n 

This ordinance, it is claimed, does not 
suit W. A. Schwartzburg and Cassius M. 
Paine, and that they have conspired for its 
defeat and have resorted to the series of in- 
junctions which have been issued ta prevent 
its becoming a law. 

Mr. Trentlage, according to the affidavit, | 


was induced to become a party plaintiff to 


the suit by representations which are al- 
leged to be without foundation, that the 
street railway company can under its charter 
carry freight and that First avenue is to be 
lowered. . Assurances, it is also said, were 
given him before the suit was brought that 
the action would be without expense to him. 


All the questions in regard to the franchise, 
it is also averred, can be determined in the 


Schwartzburg suit. 
Judge Ludwig said he did not believe that 


an injunction such as was asked for would 
hold good against every person in the city 
who had rights in the case, but he did not 
think it would do any harm, and he made it 


returnable on Monday. 


Text of the Order. 
The tnjunctional order which ties up a city 


is as follows: 
It is ordered that W. A. Schwartzburg, Cassius 
M. Paine, and J. G. Trentlage show cause before 
the Superior Ceurt, Judge John C. Ludwig pre- 
siding, on Monday, Jan. 29, why all further pro- 
ceedings should not be perpetually enjoined in the 
action commenced on Dec. 30 by Cassius M. 
Paine on the relation of the State of Wisconsin 
as plaintiff, and why the said three parties and 
all other citizens and taxpayers of the City of 
Milwaukee, and all owners of abutting property 
on the lines of railroad of the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway and Light company in said city in- 
cluded in its present ordinance and in the pro- 
ordinance and resolution, and their agente, 
representatives, and attorneys should not be per- 
petually enjoined from instituting further actions 
or procuring further injunctions therein which 
affect in any way the subject matter of the fran- 
chises contained in the said ordinancé, or seek 
to enjoin or enjoin the passage, or publication, or 
acceptance of said street railway franchisgs con- 
tained in the ordinance passed by the Common. 
Council of the City of Milwaukee Jan. 2, 1900, or 
seek to restrain or restrain the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway and Light company from accepting 
either of the franchises, or from constructing, 
building, or maintaining any of the said lines of 
railroad authorized by either of the said two fran- 
chises. 

It is further ordered that in the meantime and 
until the determination of this order to show 
cause that Cassius M. Paine, H. A. Schwartzburs, 
and J. G. Trentlage, and all taxpayers of the 
City of Milwaukee, and all owners of abutting 
property as aforesaid, and their agents, attorneys, 
or representatives, be, and each of them is, here- 
vy strictly enjoined from further proceedings in 
either of the two said actions, or from instituting 
further action, or procuring further injunctions 
which prohibit the City of Milwaukee from taking 
any steps to put in force said franchise contained 
in the ordinance and also contained in a resolution 
paseed by the Common Council, or which pro- 
hibits or restrains the Milwaukee Eletcric Rail- 
way and Light company, or any of its officers or 
directors, from accepting either of the two fran- 
chises, or putting said franchises into effect, or 
from constructing or maintaining the lines of said 
railropa in said two franchises mentioned, or 
which attacks the validity or legality of either of 
two of said franchises, but it is not intended by 
this preliminary restraining order to prevent the 
said Cassius M. Paine or the said J. G. Trent- 
lage from voluntarily discontinuing or dismissing 
either of said two actions, or to prevent the de- 
fendants in said two actions from procuring a 
vacation or dismissal of the injunctions hereto- 
fore issued in the said two actions, or from pr 
curing a hearing or determination of other mo- 
tions made by any other of the parties in either 
of said two causes, or from taking an appeal from 
any orders theron, or taking other steps or pro- 
ceedings necessary to procure a review thereof.

ELOPERS REACH THE CITY 


MR. AND MRS. ARTHUR K. LEE ARE 
4? THE PALMER HOUSE. 


Husband and Wife, Whe Run Away 
with Each Other for the Second 
Time at Utica, N. I., Expect to Re- 


Story of Their Romantic Courtship, 
Marriage, Separation, and Reunion 
—Outwit Maternal Opposition. 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur K. Lee, who eloped 
from Utica, N. T., on Thursday, arrived at 
the Palmer House yesterday. Contrary to 
the custom of eloping couples they did not 
send the first thing for a minister nor even 
ask the clerk for the address of an affable 
justice of the peace. They have been man 
and wife since Aug. 13, 1896, when they 
eloped the first time to get married. Both 
elopements were due to the same cause, the 
opposition of Mrs, Lee’s mother, Mrs. John 
H. Brown, to Mr. Lee, or as the latter says, 
to Mrs. Brown's unwillingness to have her 
daughter, who is her only child, leave her. 
Mrs. Lee's father, John H. Brown, is a resi- 
t of Chicago,and President of the Seckner 
Contracting company, with offices in the 
Rookery. The story of the elopements, as 
related by Mr. Lee, reads like a romance. 


Beginning of the Romance, 

Mr. Lee, who is the son of a wealthy leather 
merchant of New York, became dissatisfied 
with the prosiness of a business career in his 
father’s establishment, and seven years ago 
went to work as a cowboy on a ranch in 
Grant County, N. M. He worked up to be 
head man, and after a year purchased the 
ranch. On one of his visits to Chicago he 
met Miss Brown, who was living with her 
parents at the Metropole. In the spring of 
1896 they became engaged. 

Mrs. Brown, however, did not approve of 
the match. With the coming of warm 
weather she left Chicago for Utica, near 
which she has a summer residence, and took 
her daughter with her. However, neither 
Mr. Lee nor his fiancée gave up the idea of 
marrying, and on Aug. 13 he and Miss Brown 
eloped and were married at a small town 
near Utica. They passed their honeymoon 
in New York. : 

After a time Mrs. Brown apparently be- 
eame reconciled to the marriage. Early in 
1898 Mrs. Lee, who had been an invalid for 
some time, went with her mother to Utica, 
and a short time after entered St. Luke’s 
Hospital. Mr. Lee accompanied her and was 
untiring in his devotion. It seemed to him, 
however, that Mrs. Brown was not exercis- 
ing the best influence on his wife, and after 
seven weeks he one day told his wife she 
would have to choose between him and her 
mother. Weak and ill, she decided to cast 
her lot with her mother, 

Separated and Reunited. 

He immediately left for his ranch, and 
when later heard that his wife had begun 
proceedings for a divorce was convinced the 
breach between them was permanent. At his 
ranch last December, through a friend who 
had visited his wife, he was told her love for 
him was as great as ever. He started at 
once for Utica. Again Mrs. Brown would 
not consent to the reunion of the two, and 
after deciding they loved one another devot- 
edly they made the necessary arrangements 
and on Bhursday took the train for Chicago. 
Mr. Lee says they have not decided as to 
their future plans, but may remain in Chi- 
cago for a short time. 

Mrs. Lee is rather tall and glender, with 
auburn hair, and is 23 years of age. Mr. Lee 
is 31 years old, but does not look over 26. 
He is a man of fine appearance.

SAY THERE’S TOO MUCH ROUTINE 


Staff Officers at Washington Object to 
Complicated System Prevailing 
in War Office. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
Complaint is made by the staff officers of 
the army on duty here of the system in the 
War department which requires them 
to transmit their communications to the 
Secretary of War through the office of 
the Adjutant General. It is possible some 
effort will be made during the present ses- 
sion of Congress to establish by law a 
departmental routine which will give the 
Adjutant General's office less authority in 
official scrutiny of and comment upon com- 
munications which come from the corps 
bureaus to the office of the Secretary of 
War.

MAYOR URGED TO START A MUNICI. 
PAL LODGING-HOUUSK. 


Franklin MacVeagh Asks Him to Fol. 
teow Plan Successful in Eastern 
Cities—No Funds to Act This Lear 
Suggests Using Houses Already 
Opened, Giving Them Municipal 
Powers—Would Empty Police Sta- 
tions and Drive Out Tramps. 


Plans for a municipal lodging-house have 
been presented to Mayor Harrison by Frank- 
lin MacVeagh, President of the Bureau of 
Associated Charities.

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Thackeray as Hr. Punch. 2 
“ The Hitherto Unidentified Contributions 
of Thackeray to Punch.” By M. H. 
“Spielmann. Illustrated. Harper & Bros, 
DMIRERS of Thackeray owe no debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Spielmann for dig- 
ging up the forgotten and thorough- 
ly uninspired Punch contributions 
; presented in this volume. Thackeray 
simself would have been the last to sanction 
any such disinterment of de~d stuff. There 
js not a page of Mr. Spielmann’s collection 
that might not better have been left where 
it belonged—in the dusty files of London 
Punch. The transitory and pot-bolling work 
done by Thackeray for Punch from 1842 to 
1854 served the legitimate and admirable 
purpose of getting bread and butter for him. 
Some of the work was good and some was 
, but all has lost the monetary interest 
that was its cause for being. 
The only legitimate value of such a study 
of Thackeray's 428 contributions to Punch 
nes in its biographical significance. It is 


well that the biographer should know that 


* 


™nackeray wrote an average of a column 
and a half for each issue of Punch, or thirty- 
seven and one-third columns for each half- 
yearly volume. It is also well for him to 
know which were Thackeray's articles, and 
for this purpose Mr. Spielmann has append- 
ed a complete bibliography compiled with the 
help of an old Punch dey-book in his pos- 
session. But as for reprinting the journal- 
ism of a half century ago, this volume is its 
own condemnation.

The sarcastic 
skits and bits of doggerel which Mr. Spiel- 
mann has gathered into this volume are of 
no interest or value except for the fact that 
Thackaray is supposed to have written them. 

Mr. Spielmann says that these anonymous 
writings are likely to reveal the real Thack- 
eray more clearly than his signed books— 
that he would be most honest and least self- 
conscious in these utterances of Punch. The 
reverse would be more likely. Thackeray 
did not shape the policy of Punch; in fact, 


though he was the Fat Contributor he was 


but a small contributor. His cartoons were 
searcely ever accepted, and Douglas Jerrold 
wrote four times as much as he. Mr. Spiel- 


mann himself states that Jerrold was the | 


ruling power on the paper at that time. 
Such being the case, Thackeray was more 
likely to be writing to suit the policy of Punch 
than to express his own convictions. A page 
of “ Vanity Falr or Pendennis will ten 
more about the real Thackeray than the 
whole of Mr. Spielmann’s book. 

It is nonsense to assert that one can get 
closer to Thackeray’s sentiments concerning 
America from an effusion like the following 
than from The Virgintans.“ It is an at- 
tempt to burlesque a session of Congress: 

Solomon Crowdy was great in his speech on-the 
pork and molasses bill, and showed up Jer. Diddler 
of Blunose County as a swindling dotard, and 
Nick Rudge of Little Jericho as a murderous 
ruffian. 

Nick Rudge said Sol Crowdy was a liar, and pre- 
tended to laugh to Scorn the assertion of a forger 
and a bankrupt. 

Sam Blood said that forgery was a misfortune 
and bankruptcy no disgrace. He had been bank- 
rupt twenty-three times himself. He gloried in it. 
{Cheers.] He would not see his friend the Hon. 
Sol Crowdy attacked with starving calumny for 
such a trirle. 

Jer. Diddler accused Sol Crowdy of letting off 
a mah who had helped a nigger to escape. 

At this shameful charge Sol took out his knife 
and cut at Jer. Diddler, who, drawing a pistol, 
leveled it at Crowdy, but missed him; the mem- 
bers on either side rushed in to the rescue; in the 
flurry of which -knives were used freely and 
blood rose above par. 

Enoch Ram of Guinea Pig Island was left in 
possession of the floor; and, unless a surgeon has 
doctored him up by this, I doubt will keep 
the floor a lengthyish time. He was knocked 
down in a mistake by the Hon. Joel Brown witha 
lead inkstand which came a little too handy. 

This may have been funny to the British 
public of 1844, but it can hardly amuse or 
edify anybody at present. A volume of this 
sort of stuff can add nothing to the fame of 
Thackeray.

There is more literary merit in the serlous- 
ly sarcastic attack upon a pamphlet in 
which the Prince de Joinville had advocated 
the building of French cruisers with which 
to destroy British merchant shipping. As 
the Prince had but recently returned from 
being entertained in England his ungracious 
act naturally aroused Thackeray to unusual 
bitterness: 

You were kindly received tn our perfidious island 
last year. You visited our cities, towns, 
country, our towns inland and seaboard. And 
your benevolent patriotism instantly pointed out 
to you that it would be easy to burn all these 
fair, quiet towns, lying so peaceful and confiding 
along the waterside. They were entirely defense- 
less, and their unprotected condition touched 
your great soul, and suggested to your Christian 
spirit easy opportunity of plunder. Brave Prince! 
Bold seaman! Frenchman! You can’t see 
your neighbor comfortable but you long to cut 
his throat. 

Dear Joinville, I can fancy you dropping down 
the River Thames, and the generous thoughts 
filling your bosom as you look at the millions of 
merchant ships lying round about you. While the 
sun ts shining the people are shouting welcome, 
the Queen smiling on his arm—the dear fellow 
is thinking how giqrious it would be to burn all 
those ships and destroy that odious scene of peace, 
plenty, and confidence. Dear fellow! Nice 
Pri bless you! 

_It is more pleasing to read what Thackeray 
wrote concerning the conviction and im- 
prisonment of Daniel O'Connell, for he be- 
lieved the punishment should “ be inflicted 
with a gentle heart,” and he declared his 
liking for the Judge who burst into tears 


when he pronounced the sentence. But his 


attacks on Prince Albert were savage and 
uncalled for. He is said to have regretted 


them after the Prince Consort’s death. 
For the most part, the volume deals with | ¢ 


subjects as trivial and transitory as those 
in the funny column of any daily paper. The 


verse fs nearly all of the kind that any clever 


man can spin by the yard extemporaneously. 
An example of the best of it is found in the 
verses addressed to a man named Sibthorp, 
who was guilty of the crime of wearing a 
beard. The verses purport to be written by 
Wordsworth, who is supposed to have heard 
that Sibthorp was willing to shave off his 
whiskers and his head if it would do the em- 
pire any good: 
Retain your head, my son, and prize 
Your face above all money: 
That face so vacuously wise, 
So dolorously funny. 


Ah, never cause those meager jaws 
To lose their tufted glories; 

And never shave that face so grave, 
+ My champion of the Tories. 


Keep on your beard, your head keep on, 
My orders are explicit; 
You might not know that it was gone, 
But I, my son, should miss it. of 
The quotations here made are the best the 
volume affords. For the most part it 1s 
unspeakably dull. It is not fair to the name 
of the great novelist that these trivialities 
and banalities should be dragged into the 
light and printed in the same permanent 
form as his masterpieces. The Punch pa- 
pers in the complete edition of Thackeray’s 
works were quite enough. 


Frederic Harrison on Ruskin. 
“Tennyson, Ruskin, Mill, and Other 
Literary Estimates. By Frederic Har- 
rison. The Macmillan company. 

The prose of Frederic Harrison will rank 
with that of John Morley as of the best 
now coming from English pens. Those who 
have read Mr. Harrison's masterly essay 
on “The Choice of Books need not be 
reminded of his sound judgment and ex- 
quisite style. The new volume from his pen 
is made up of a series of estimates of the 
leading literary influetices of the time. Most 
of the chapters have been printed in Eng- 
lish magazines, but were written as a part 
of the systematic whole now presented to 
the public. The volume abounds in the 
author's peculiar charm of style. 

The authors treated in this book are Ten- 
nyson, Ruskin, Matthew Arnold, Symonds, 
Lamb and Keats, Gibbon, Froude, Free- 
man, and Mill. Mr. Harrison's carefully 
tempered judgment of Tennyson is summed 
up in his closing sentence: “If we cannot 
claim for Tennyson the supreme place of 
a poet of man’s destinies, or as one of the 
creative masters of ur literature, he has 
forever clothed the softer aspects of the 
world of man and nature with a garment 
of delicate fancy and of pure light.“ Rus- 
kin is treated more at length than any other 
author, and Mr. Harrison’s judgment is 
especially timely in view of Ruskm's death. 

Ruskin was in his soul a thirteenth cen- 
tury poet and mystic. He and Frederic Har- 
rison could have little in common. He 
regards me, wrote Mr. Harrison, as an 
utterly lost soul, destined to nothing but

he not once, ye | ago, in private communi- 
cation and in public excommunication, con- 
sign me to outer darkness and cover with 
indignant scorn every man and everything 
in which I have put my trust?“ Yet Mr. 
Harrison, while freely pointing out Ruskin’s 
failings, pronounces upon him a series of 
eulogies worthy of the magnificent enthusi- 
asm of Ruskin himself. He holds that Rus- 
kin has not yet been put high enough asa 
master of English: 

I hold that in certain qualities, in given ways, 
and in some rarer passages of his, Ruskin not 
only surpasses every contemporary writer of 
prose but he calls out of our glorious English 
tongue notes more strangely beautiful and inspir- 
ing than any ever yet issued from that instrument. 
No writer of prose before or since has ever rolled 
forth such mighty fantasies, or reached such 
8 melodies in words, or com a long 

in one sustained strain of limpid grace. 

Mr. Harrison goes on to give extracts 
from Modern Painters” and other early 
works of Ruskin and to fortify this judg-. 
ment with a detailed analysis of the verbal 
harmonies and assonance which contribute | 
to the music of his prose. He admits that 
Ruskin's style was frequently marred by an 
unbridled wealth of imagination, which 
made his imagery too luxuriant and his 
sentences preposterously long. In the sec- 
ond volume of Modern Painters ’’’ may be 
found a mammoth sentence—perhaps the 
most gigantic in English prose. It has 619 
words without a full stop and eighty inter- 
mediate marks of punctuation, together with 
four clauses in brackets. It fills four whole 
pages. If it were not for this willful megal- 
omania Ruskin might be pronounced un- 
qualifiedly the greatest master of English 
in our whole literature.“ 

Just as John Morley said that Carlyle had 
compressed the gospel of the eterna! silences 
into thirty handsome volumes, so Mr. Har- 
rison says Ruskin has expanded the eternal 
beauties into 300 exquisite volumes. He 
was a prophet and a preacher rather than an 
art critic. Like Tolstoi, he had impossible 
notions, but at least he Uved in accordance 
with his own gospel. He opposed the lend- 
ing of money on interest, and he acted on his 
belief. He gave away a great fortune. He 
wore himself out trying to teach the people 
around him, as Tolstof has done: 


He, who has written more books than 
of our leading thinkers, has, in additio 
vast literary production, toiled like a curate or 
missionary in some crowded parish; lecturing, 
preaching, inetructing, and counseling the poor- 
est and most ignorant who sought him; caring 
for their bodies, their spirits, their minds, their 
souls; finding them work which they could enjoy; 
giving them books which they could read; burning 
to make them Christians, gentlemen, Englishmen. 
The first life of John Ruskin was the life of a 
consummate teacher of art and master of style; 
the second life was the life of a priest and evan- 
gelist. | ‘ 

Frederic Harrison regards Unto This 
Last as the volume in which Ruskin 
summed up his gospel most powerfully, and 
the keynote of the whole he finds in this 
sentence: In a community regulated only 
by laws of demand and supply, but pro- 
tected from open violence, the persons 
who become rich are, generally speak- 
ing, industrious, resolute, proud, covetous, 
prompt, methodical, sensible. unimaginative, 
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remain poor are the entirely foolish, the en- 
tirely wise, the idle, the reckless, the hum- 
bie, the thoughtful, the dull, the imaginative, 
the sensitive, the well-informed, the im- 
provident, the irregularly and impulsively 
wicked, the clumsy knave, the open thief, 
and the entirely merciful, just, and godly 
person.” Mr. Harrison justly remarks that 
there is a whole gospel, a complete manual 
of political economy, and a treatise on ethics 
in that one sentence. 

The other chapters in this volume tempt 
0 and quotation, especially that 
entitled On English Prose,“ in which Mr. 
Harrison discourses thoughtfully and 
charmingly on mastery of style. He says 
a writer can no more acquire the magic of 
language known as style than he can add a 
cubit to his stature, unless nature has en- 
dowed him with that rare gift, a subtle ear 
for the melody of words. The beauty of 
Ruskin’s writing lies in the fact that his 
use of alliteration and assonance is uncon- 
scious. The moment these things are sought 
after knowingly they become affectations. 
Few will dispute that Frederic Harrison has 
the gift of style in no small degree.

He, a Member of Boundary Commis- 
sion, Takes Her to Skaguay and 
Back, Stopping at Sitka, Juneau, the 
Glacier, and Many Other Points of 


Paper Read Before the Washington 
Literary Clab. 


Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks accompanied 
her husband, the Senator from Indiana, un 
his journey in Alaska last summer, where, 
as a member of the High Joint commission, 
he studied the boundary problem. Mrs. 
Fairbanks has just set down on paper 
her impressions of that northern coun- 
try. Her address was read before the 
Washington Literary club, but has not be- 
fore been published in a newspaper. | 

Mrs. Fairbanks says: | 

It was my good fortune to be a member 
of a party which, on June 14, sailed from 
Seattle for a cruise in Alaskan waters upon 

the graceful, stanch, and swift McCulloch, 
known to fame as Dewey's dispatch boat.’ 
It was not in the dull gray paint given 
vessels in war time, but in pure white, em- 
blematic of its peaceful errand, its home 
pennant floating gayly in the breeze as it 
Steamed out of the harbor. 

“I wish I might describe this trip from 
Skaguay and return (for our voyage was 
80 arranged that we did not revisit any 
place), so that you might also see the beau- 
ties of sea, mountain, and sky, the shimmer- 
ing waterfalls, glittering glaciers, roaring 
mountain torrents, and the golden roseate 
hues of the Alaskan sunsets. These and 
many other things of interest I may not hope 
to describe adequate. but I shall be happy 
if I may be so fortunate as to convey a 
Suggestion of what Isawandheard. 

“ Reference to the hasty notes taken of 
the trip unfold to me a panoramic view of 
the entire scene. First, Departure Bay, 
Where we spent a day or two coaling, an- 
chored among its picturesque islets; then 
the Gulf of Georgia, with a homelike 

but a most foreign appearance. I notice 
Queen Charlotte Sound, where, disturbed by 
a litte rolling from the open sea, I fell an 
ignominious victim to mal de mer.’ Prince 
of Wales Island is so bleak and forbidding 
that it seems unjust that the sunny, affable 
scion of royalty who now bears this title 
should share it with this inhospitable islet 
of a northern sea. We passed through 
Beem Canal, which our British cousins think 
should be the boundary between British 
Columbia and Alaska, but the land we passed 
did not receive favorable mention in the 
notebook, as it remarks: ‘It seems worth 
little troubie unless its sterile, rocky sur- 
face is filled with gold.’ Wrangle Narrows 
bring to mind the interesting but tortuous 
passage through a network of islands, some- 
times low and crowded with verdure, some- 
times rising into lofty, rocky banks on 
either side, so that it seemed we were creep- 
ing through a walled passage. After leav- 
ing the barren shore of British Columbia 
it was a perfect delight on approaching 
Baranoff Island and entering the harbor of 
Sitka to have our eyes refreshed by a glimpse 
of the pretty modern home of the Governor, 
with its trim, thrifty, carefully attended 
garden, growing vegetables and flowers. 


Sitka a Quaint Old Village. 

“ Sitka is a quaint looking village more 
than a hundred years old, with a picturesque 
mixture of old Russian log houses, some new 
rough frame houses occupied by the natives, 
a few modern cottages, a large building 
used for a Russian orphanage mission school 
of the Presbyterian Home Missionary so- 
ciety, Sheldon Jackson Museum of Imple- 
ments made and used by natives for hunt- 
ing, fishing, and domestic use, their boats, 
sledges, and similar articles. To the careful 
observer it is like a pictorial history of the 
people and their manners and customs. 

The most conspicuous object in the town 


church, a large frame building surmounted 
by an Oriental looking dome. This church 
is a most interesting one, containing valua- 
ble paintings presented by various Russian 
families as tokens of their admiration and 
appreciation of those who left their homes 
to found this church in Alaska. These pict- 
ures are framed in gold, pressed down in 
such a manner that it appears a part of the 
painting rather than the frame. There are 
various altars standing in the audience- 
room of the church; each of them is calleda 
church. Directly in the center there is placed 
a separate pulpit for the Bishop when he 
officiates. At the rear of the room is a sta- 
tionary pulpit, directly in the rear of this a 
door opens into the Holy of Holies, but the 
profaning foot of woman is never suffered 
within the sauctuary, although the Russian 
professor, Pepoff, who escorted us through 
the church, clothed the prohibition in the 
kindly phrase, “ only men members of the 
Greek Church are allowed to enter.“ The 
people stand during worship, no seats being 
used by either priests or people. 

The old Russian fur warehouse is a relic 
of the old régime, as is a building now used 
for an American reading-room. Both of 
these buildings are old, and the last is totter- 
ing to dissolution. The natives dwell close 
to the water’s edge along the bay, no longer 
in their separate lodges or tepees, but in 
the large frame houses, nearly air tight and 
heated by stoves. The result of this change 
of living is that the Indians, or natives, are 
no longer so strong or active as when they 
had plenty of fresh air and exercise, but 
they are listless often and weak-eyed, not 
at all like the ‘ noble red man’ of song and 
story. There is no doubt that the natives of 
Alaska are of Japanese origin, for they have 
all the characteristics of that race exeept 
that they are taller and of a stronger build. 
The natives are not particularly good look- 
ing, but have not the saturnine and sullen 
expression which so many Indians of the 
plains have. They have a fine scorn of be- 
ing called Indians, saying We are natives.’ 


Everything Offered for Sale. 

As soon as a vessel enters the harbor the 
entire native population immediately seize 
their household gods and goods and, rush- 
ing wildly, range themselves along the one 
board walk in the place, which extends from 
the dock through the town, holding up their 
various articles to tempt the roving fancy of 
the passing tourist. The Alaskan baskets 
are famous and are always paraded. They 
take their horn spoons out of their dinner 
pots and sell them; they take their silver 
bracelets from their arms. Copies of the 
totems, bead shoes, anything and everything 
is for sale, for ‘‘ siekin”’ dollar (50 cents of 
our money) gnd upwards. 

These ingenious children of nature have 
a disconcerting manner of breaking into 
wild shrill laughter at the expense of any one 
who lucklessly prices, vainly tries to cheap- 
en, and then does not buy their goods. 

We leave quaint Sitka with pleasant 
recollections of the affable, kindly officials 
and people and the courteoys Governor and 

Brady, all of whom made us welcome 
and our stay enjoyable. When next we see

| Owing to the limited space on which it stands, 


yet it has of the modern improvements elec- 
tric light, telephone, water-works, as well 
as schools, churches, and theaters. It is 
claimed that its business establishments 
transact business amounting to millions of 
dollars every year. It stands at the foot 
of Mount Juneau, which is 3,000 or 4,000 feet 
in height. There is no doubt Juneau is the 
commercial metropolis of southeastern Alas- 
ka. There isa native village here of Kling- 
kit Indians, whose chief, Johnson, called 
upon us on the McCulloch and kindly in- 
vited us to see a dance performed by one of 
his tribe, arrayed in a beautiful ceremonial 
blanket, wearing a hideous mask, and deco- 
rated with feathers. The chief himself was 
dressed in a striking costume of cardinal 
velvet, elaborately embroidered, and he re- 
mained in dignified pose upon the starway 
while his follower disported himself in most 
strange and fantastic manner in the dance. 
Mrs. Johnson is a woman of attractive ap- 
pearance, with a mild, intelligent expres- 
sion. She is of the Bear family, while the 
chiet is a member of another tribe, it not 
being allowable for members of the same 
tribe or family to intermarry. This woman 
on dress occasions mars her appearance by 
wearing a ring in the nose. 


Skaguay a Thriving Town. 

Our next point of interest was Skaguay, 
a thriving town of 3,000, situated in a wind 
swept cafion on the tempestuous. water of 
the Lyme Canal. Here, where a little more 
than two years ago stood a dense forest of 
firs, hemlock, and pine, there is today an 
active, energetic people, who have cleared 
the forest, built houses, laid out streets and 
avenues, have a magnificent system of 
docks, a railroad leading over the mountains 


up to the summit, through the White Pace 


to the Yukon region. They have law and 
order, to which the outlaws are bound to 
pay deference and obedience; all this done 


by themselves, as they have no law making 


them an incorporated town, but their teach- 
ings and instructions range them on the 
right side. It was amusing to read on the 
side of a plain, not overlarge structure, 
Fifth Avenue Hotel.“ and it sounded 
strange indeed in this town, where the 
stumps are just being moved, to hear a 
woman say My number is 25 Broadway.’ 
I was much struck with the bravery and 
hopefulness of both men and women and 
their happy, energetic ways, though I doubt 
not they have moments of depression in their 
pioneer lives, even though they are full of 
activity and fascination. Whatever I in- 
ferred, I heard no murmur. The hospitality 
and whole-heartedness with which they 
made us welcome to their town and homes 
were genuine and beautiful. 

“One afternoon they gave us a musical 
entertainment. Another day we were en- 
tertained in a large house built of logs and 
covered with a canvas roof. Here the wom- 
en brought all their household treasures, fur 
rugs, baskets, pictures, and a piano, and 
here the whole town came to take us by the 
hand and inquire about the States, as well 
as the ‘boundary question,’ in which they 
were vitally interested. Some people were 
in full evening dress, others in any plain 
costume they had. Some of the frozen, 
hardy miners came just as they arrived from 
the mines, in sweaters and high boots, little 
boys and girls, large ones, too, business- 
men, natives, everybody, old and young, 
heartily greeting us. One noticeable feature 
of the reception was the absence of old peo- 
ple. There are few besides young and mid- 
dle aged there. 

We were taken to the summit of the 
White Pass by the courtesy of the railroad 
company, and a most wonderful ride it was, 
and more marvelous in the wonderful feat 
of engineering which was accomplished 
when the road was built/over heights and 
wide, deep cafions. It is this road, giving 
the direct and comparatively easy route to 
the Yukon, which will save Skaguay from 
the fate of its once rival, dead Dyea.’ It is 
needless to say that much of interest must 
remain untold, even in so long a paper, and 
so I may not take you to Haines Mission, 
Pyramid Harbor, Kassim, nor to the mag- 
nificent scenery of Rudyard Cove, called the 
Yosemite of Alaska. 

Alaska is true to its name, which signi- 
fles the great country,’ great in every 
phase of the word. with its placid, tand 
dotted inland sea, its forbidding yet allur- 
ing mountains, seamed with yellow gold, 
its rivers and lakes, thronged with a finny 
multitude, which furnish occupation and 
food for another multitude, its 20.000 miles 
of coast, its native population offering a 
— for the true missionary and philanthro- 
pis

No one can see Alaska without failing 
to be impressed With the fact that it is a 
greatly neglected territory. The Governor 
has merely a semblance of authority; they 
have no Delegate in Congress to look after 
their interests and rights; the citizens have 
no right to lands for horticultural or agri- 
cultural purposes. The children of Amer- 
icans have inadequate schooling. These 
complaints of Alaskan people merit redress.”’ 


PRICE OF BIBLES IS RAISED. 


Cheaper Editions Advanced Five Per 
Cent on Account of Increased Cost 
in Production. 


Twenty-five styles of Bibles of the cheaper 
editions have advanced 5 per cent in price 
since the first of the year, owing to the in- 
creased cost of paper and binding material. 
The advance is one that has been anticipated 
‘for sevarel months by dealers, and the lead- 
ing houses of Chicago have made large pur- 
chases as a consequence. No visible effect 
has been exercised upon the sales of Bibles 
by the rise in price, the advance being so 
small that purchasers have not complained. 

“The report from the East that a trust 
had been formed among the large publishing 
houses for the purpose of pushnig up the 
pries of Bibles,“ sand Alexander McConnell 
of the Fleming H. Revell company, is not 
founded on fact. While a few of the big 
publishing houses may havea private under- 
standing concerning the advance in price, 
they have not gone so far as to form a trust. 
The price had to be advanced because print- 
ing paper has become more expensive—a fact 
apparent to every publishing house in the 
country.“ 

Less than three years ago the publishers 
were selling a Bible for $3, which today is 
sold for 9 cents in a binding only a trifie 
less expensive. The competition between 
the Oxford Press and the Baxter publishing 
firm was primarily responsible for the drop 
in prices, and then the publishing firm of 
Thomas Nelson & Sons of Edinburg, Scot- 
land, shipped the plates to its New York 
branch, and began publishing a Bible at a 
ong price below the cost of importation.’’
